THE POWER OF NEWSPAPERS IN SHAPING 
PUBLIC OPINION 


Newspapers today are the most powerful means of 


forming and controlling public opinion. Intelligent, accu: 
ately informed public opinion is the only thing that can 
preserve a democratic government, such as ours. Public 
opinion cannot be intelligent and informed, unless the 
news is reported truthfully, honestly and fearlessly ; unless 
it is free from prejudice and the desire to exploit the 
reader for economic, social or political benefit.
